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LOCAL DEFENSE AND VENEREAL DISEASE CONTROL 


The Director of the Ninth Civilian Defense Region 


has written to the Executive Director of the Califor- 
nia State Council of Defense relative to the control 
of venereal diseases in the vicinity of military and 
industrial areas. This function is regarded as impor- 
tant in both civilian and military defense, and it is 


also related closely to the industrial production of 


war materials. Following is the text of the letter 
referred to: 


‘‘No more important function can be performed 
by governmental agencies (Local, State, Federal) 
in support of the war effort than in the promotion 
of the public health. Next to the respiratory infec- 
tions (the common cold, pneumonia, etc.) the 


venereal diseases are responsible for the greatest 


number of days lost as a result of sickness. The 
venereal diseases are usually contracted from pros- 
titutes. Therefore, the repression of prostitution, 
the most common source of exposure to the venereal 
diseases, will result in fewer venereal infections 
among our industrial and military personnel. 
Public health authorities throughout the Nation 


‘have agreed that venereal infections can not be 


effectively controlled by the periodic physical exam- 
ination of prostitutes. The most effective method 
of reducing the increasing venereal disease rate is 
by the repression of prostitution. The Office of 
Civilian Defense strongly recommends, therefore, 
that State and local defense councils give their full 
support to local health and police departments in 
their effort to control the venereal diseases, 
Civilian public health departments in most locali- 
ties are doing their utmost to bring’ venereal 
diseases under control. In some localities health 
officials are greatly handicapped in this effort by 
lack of sufficient funds or manpower to carry out 
effective venereal disease control programs. State 
and local defense councils can help in the Nation- 


wide program for the control of the venereal 
diseases by: 


(a) Insisting that houses of prostitution in all 
areas adjacent to industrial or military cen- 
ters be closed ; 


(b) Insisting that public venereal disease treat- 
ment clinics be operated in all cities where 
such facilities are not now available. Fed- 
eral funds to assist local communities in the 
maintenance of venereal disease clinics are 
available from the U. 8S. Public Health 
Service through your State Department of 

Health. Proper application should be made 
to the State Department of Public Health 
In advance of the beginning of the fiscal 
year. 

(c) Furnishing personnel for showing educa- 
tional motion pictures on the control of the 
venereal diseases to civilian groups. Motion 
picture films on this subject are available 
through your State Department of Health; 


(d) The distribution of educational pamphlets, 
and the posting of placards and posters. 
Pamphlets and posters may be obtained 
through your State Department of Public 
Health or local health department ; 


(e) Furnishing clerical assistance in health 
departments and venereal disease clinics, 
and 


(f) By bringing to the attention of State and 
local legislative bodies the need for: 
(1) Adequate laws, ordinances, ete., for the 
control of prostitution and 


(2) State and local appropriations to be 
used in support of venereal disease con- 
trol programs.

NUTRITION IN INDUSTRY 


The subject of nutrition in nutrition in industry 


- was a matter of importance before scarcity of food- 


stuffs became evident. Now that many food products 
are unobtainable and a strict rationing appears inevi- 


table, nutrition. in industry becomes a matter of para- 
mount importance. 


Shipyards in the San Francisco Bay region have 
taken active measures to meet the problems associated 
with nutrition of industrial workers in their plants. 
One shipyard is drawing up a program for approval 
by the San Francisco Nutrition Committee which is 
said to include the employment of a full-time nutri- 
tionist. A second shipyard is expanding its cafeteria 
to provide space for preparing nutritious box lunches, 


eliminating the sale of poor quality box lunches by an 
outside concessionaire. 


A Los Angeles company has adopted the plan of 
feeding a between-meals supplement enriched with 
vitamins, the offering for sale at a low price of excel- 
lently prepared table d’hote luncheons and box 


lunches, and the giving of nutritional courses for the 
housewife. 


An East Bay shipyard recently ran a full-page on 
nutrition in the company magazine and has requested 
box lunch menus for possible publication in future 
issues. Another shipyard will regularly publish a 
full page on nutrition and home economies in its plant 
magazine beginning January. 


Tuberculosis associations in three bay counties pro- 


pose to appropriate from $10,000 to $15,000 for the 


services of a full-time nutritionist who will promote 


nutrition in industries of the San Francisco Bay 
region.
